Until now they have in many lines of manu- 
facture become the rivals of the mills.of the 
Eastern States. 

The speaker sxetched briefly the numer- 
ous enterprises and developments of the 
South, the free schools for the colored youth, 
the contentment which exists among ‘the 
colored people, and the fact that they have not 
migrated to any of the old free States—all this 
was argued to prove that they were not dis- 
contented, murdered, and deprived of their 
rights as depicted by Sherman and other Re- 
publican orators. The colored man seemed to 
prefer living with the white men of the South, 
even though they be Democrats, to dwelling in 
the tents of the Radicals, even though they be 
saints. It was argued that all these things 
could not be soif the negroes of the South 
were in the state of wretchedness whicb has 
been so often asserted. 

Judge Thurmau here quoted at length from 
the tenth census (1880) statistics in proof of 
the assertions which he had made—the prin- 
cipal point bemg that the colored 
people are in the majority in but two 
‘of the Southern States—South Carolina 
and Mississippi—and he confined his argument 
to the census of those two States. The object 
in these figures was apparently to show the de- 
pression in all vaiues in the periods covered by 
Republican rule and the advance of all mate- 
rial interests under Democratic government, 
‘After disposing of a wilderness of figures in 
regard to the condition of South Carolina, the 
speaker summed up by saying: 

In short, everything that feeds or clothes the 
negro in that State is within his reach to a degree 
that he never knew before. Now, once more I put 
it to you, could this be the case if South Carolina 
is in the lawless condition that the Radical speakers 


represent it? No, my fellow-citizens, this contin- 


ued stream of prosperity under Democratic rule 
proves that it is beneficent, and the quiet that pre- 
vails.in the State proves that the people of all 
classes are contented under their Government. 

Judge Thurman denied the assumption of 
Senator Sherman that all the colcred voters in 
the Soutb are Republicans and would vote that 
ticket if not terrorized. He said: 

If it were true it would bea serious question 
as to whether a people so servile and cowardly are 
fit to exercise the elective franchise; but for one 
1 do not believe that they are so utterly debased. 
I believe that, having good reason for not voting 
the Republican ticket, they abstain from doing 80 
in great numbers, or vote the Democratic ticket. 
I know very well that, under the manipulation of 
Freedmen’s-Bureau Agents, soon after the War, 
the colored people South were toa great extent 
drawn into Republican so-called Union Leagues 
and were taught to believe that if the Democratic 
party succeeded they would be once more 
reduced to slavery. I do not deny that a great ef- 
fect was produced upon their minds by these false 
pretenses, but we have great reason to believe 
that year by year these faise impressions have 
grown weaker and weaker, and that they have to a 
great degree learned the truth. 

The speaker here quoted at length from a 
letter printed in the Cincinnati Enquirer of 
Sept. 21, from R. M. Davis of Columbia, S. C.,

The same extravagance was shown in the man- 
agement of county affairs. He said that when 
the Democrats carried Mississippi in 1875 it 
was said it had been done through terrorism 
and fraud. This was false, and he read a letter 
from United States Senator Revels to the 
President in support of his assertion. He 
premised its reading by stating that Revels 
was a colored minister and a Republican. He 
had served in the Senate with him 
and found him to be a man ot 
education and respectability. He was a Re- 
publican, but his strongest wishes were for 

the prosperity and happiness of the colored 
ruce, He then read the letter which, after 
stating that the blacks were naturaliy Repub- 
licans, said they had been imposed upon and 
robbed by asetof scoundrels and unprinci- 
paled adventurers until they had risen in their 
might and overthrown their oppréssors. The 
letter closes as follows: 

The bitterness and hate created by the late civil 
strife have, in my opinion, been obliterated in this 
State, except, perhaps, in some iocalities, and 
would have long since been entirely effaced were 
it not for some unprincipled men who would 
keep alive the bitterness of the past and inculcate 
ea hatred. between the races in order that 
they may aggrandize themselves by office and 
its emoluments to control my people, the effect of 
which is to degrade them. I gave you my opinion 
that ad our State Administration adhered to Re- 
publican principies and stood by the platform upon 
which it was elected the State today would have 
been on the highway to prosperity. If the State 
Administration had advanced patriotic measures, 
appointed only honest and competent men to 
Office, and sought to restore confidence between 
the races, bloodshed would have been unknown, 
peace would have prevailed, Federal interference 
been unthought of, and harmony, friendship, and 
mutual confidence would have taken the place of 
the bayonet. g 

The speaker then read Grant’s last message, 
as read to his old companions-in-arms at Ne- 
oga, III., by Col. Fred Grant, and closed bis 
speech by saying: 

I bave no time to speak of State politics, except 
to say that I believe a good license law would be 
the best solution of the liquor question.

The Republicans wish to main- 
tain a parliamentary form of Government, but 
the Radicais wish to abolish the Senate and 
substitute in place of the Chambers, as at 
present constituted, some body like the old 
Convention of 17883.

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THE WIDOW OF THE PARTNER OF HUNT- 
INGTON. CROCKER, ET AL. FAILS IN HER 
SUIT FOR AN ACCOUNTING. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 6.—[Special.}—At 
Santa Rosa thie morning Judge Temple ren- 
dered a decision giving judgment in favor of 
the defendants in the great railroad case of Ellen 
M. Colton against Leland Stanford and others. 
Stanford's codefendants were Charles Crocker, 
C. cP. Huntington, and Weils, Fargo & Co. 
Suit was brought to have an agreement dated 
Aug. 27, 1879, between plaintiff and defendants 
declared null and void, and to have all trans- 
fers Of stocks, bonds, and debts made by 
plaintiff to defendants set aside, and, further, 
for an accounving of all dividends and interest 
received by defendants im the interest of David 
D. Colton, plaintiff's deceased husband, in 
various corporations controlled by defendants 
and David D. Colton in his life time. 

Plaintiff claimed that the agreement of Aus. 
27, 1879, by which she compromised and set- 
tled with defendants, was procured by the 
fraud of defendants. The answer of the de- 
fendants denied the charge, and allered that 
the agreement was entered into by Mrs. Colton 
after a long negotiation and the consideration 
by her of the matters involved; that sbe bad 
full knowledge, and that nothing was con- 
cealed from her, and that in addition to this 8. 
M. Wilson and Lioyd Tevis were consulted by 
ber as old and intimate friends of her deceased 
husband, and that by their advice she entered 
into the agreement which she sought to have 
set aside. 

By the terms of agreement referred to Mrs. 
Colton consented to receive $600,000 worth of 
dividend-paying bonds in full as the settlement 
of her deceased husband's accounts with the 
railroad company. Whether defendants had 
committed any fraud in the transaction with 
plaintiff? was the main issue in the case. 
The decifion of Judge Temple covers 300 
pages of manuscript. The Judge holds that 
defendants were not guilty of any fraud, that 
Mrs. Colton was dealing with them at arm’s 
length, and, having entered into an agreement 
with her eyes open, a court of equity 
would not set the agreement aside. 
The Judge also decides that Colton was 
not a partner. of defendants, and, in 
fact, sustains all the principal points made by 
the raliroad in its defense. 

The trial of the case was begun in Novem- 
ber, 1883. The actual number of days engaged 
in taking testimony was 113. Fifty-four days 
were devoted to argument. The expenses of 
the case, aside from the counsel fees, have not 
been less than $200,000. The case will probably 
‘be taken to the United States Supreme Court. 


OBITUARY MATTERS. 


JUDGE THEO. R WESTBROOK. 

Troy, N. V., Oct. 6.— [Special. Judge Theo. 
R. Westbrook of this district of the Supreme 
Court was apparently in good health when he 
left the court-room at 6 p. m. yesterday. After 
tea he chatted with friends in the Troy House. 
He retired at 10, after leaving an order that a 
pitcher of warm water be brought to his room 
at 6:30 this morning. The water was delivered 
to the Judge promptly on time. Today the 
Judge failed to appear in cour: at the usual 
hour, and, after an hour’s delay, a messen- 
ger was sent to the hotel. As nothing 
had been seen of him the room was broken 
into. The body of the Judge was found lying 
on the bed, eyes closed, and mouth wide open. 
The right arm was across the heart, the fingers 
clutching the sheet. The Judge was partially 


undressed, and, from the appearance of the 
room, be was about to bathe himself. It is 
thought he was taken with a fainting spell and 
threw bimself on the bed. Heart-disease is 
said to be the cause of death. 

The remains of the dead Judge were taken 
to Kingston tonight. The members of the pro- 
fession will take suitable action. 

[Judge Westbrook was born Nov. 20, 1822, in 
Fishkill, and was about 63 years old. His ances- 
tors were of Engliish-Dutch and French Huguenot 
extraction. His father was the Rev. C. Depew 
Westbrook, D. D., and his mother’s maiden name 
was Sarah Beekman. Both of his grandfathers 
were officers in the Revolutionary War and his 
great-great uncle, Egbert Dumont, was Sheriff ot 
Ulster County Before the Revolution, and after it 
began read the prociamation of the first election 
at the inauguration of the first State Govern~- 
ment at Kingston in 1776 Judge West- 
brook graduated from Rutgers College in 
1838. After completing his professional 
studies he was admitted to bar . at 
Kingston, in 1843. He at once took high rank in 
the county. He was for a time associated with his 
brothers, Forthree years be was master and ex- 
aminer in chancery. He mingled somewhat in pol- 
itics, and was elected to Congress in 1853. In 1873 
he was elected to the Supreme Court bench. Judge 
Westbrook presided over many important cases. 
An attempt in 1882 to impeach him on charges of 
perversion of his judicial function and malfeas- 
ance in office fell through. | 


THE HON. THOMAS TALBOT. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 6.—|Special.|—The Hon. 
Thomas Taibot, ex-Governor of Massachusetts, 
died at his home in Billerica at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon, after an iliness of about two 
weeks, of inflammation of the membranes of 
the brain and spine. 


[Mr. Talbot was one of the many men who, in this 
country of human equality and rapid progress, 
have risen from poverty to wealth and prominence 
by force of character and industrious improve- 
ment of opportunities. He was the son of an 
Irish weaver, who came with his wife to America 
hoping to better his condition, and settled in 
Cambridge, N. T. He was born Sept. 7, 
1818. He received only a short academical 
education and after some years’ labor in a woolen- 
mill went into business with a brother at Billerica, 
near Lowell, grinding dye-stufs. Later he estab- 
lished a flannel-mill, and at the time of his death 
gave employment to over 200 hands. Mr. Talbot 
served in the Legislature, in the Governor’s Coun- 
cil, was elected by the Republicans Lieutenant- 
Governor in 1872 with Gov. Washburn, and was re- 
elected with Washburn in 1873, and officiated as 
Governor during the greater part of the year, 
Washburn going to the United States Senate. He 
made a good record and was respected for his 
integrity and sound common sense. He was. de- 
feated for Governor by the Hon. William Gaston, 
the Democratic nominee, in 1874. In 1878 he was 
elected Governor, defeating Ben Butler. ] 


COL. EDWARD 8. JOSLYN.

8. Joslyn died at his home in this city this 
morning at the age ot 58years. His disease 
was a general physical overtbrow. 

[Col. Joslyn was born in Allegany County, New 
York, and, when but 10 years of age, came to Illinois. 
He has been unquestionably one of the ablest mem- 
bers of the Kane County bar for many years. He 
was elected to the Elgin City Council in 1858, serv- 
ing two years. He was then elected City Attorney 
in 1860. In 1861 he was elected Mayor, which office 
he held for a term of two years. In 
1863 he was elected Alderman again, hold- 
ing a seat in the Council until 1865, when he 
was again elected Mayor. In 1868 and 1869 he was 
again a member of the City Council, and in 1870 
was again elected City Attorney. After one year’s 
service in this office he was again elected a mem- 
ber of the Council in 1871, which office he held con- 
tinuousiy until 1876. He was at the time of his 
death Chairman of the Congressional District Dem- 
ocratic Committee of the Fifth District. He was a 
man of rarely brilliant intellect, and was gifted as 
a speaker and debater, but was a man of dissipated 
habits. He was Captain of Company A, Seventh 
Regiment IIlinois Volunteer Infantry and Colonel 
of the Thirty-sixth Regiment Illinois Volunteers. 
He leaves a widow, the daughter of Deacon R. W. 
Padelford, who for half a century has been Secre- 
tary of the Chicago Baptist Association, and six 
children. } .

morning in the following simple bulletin issued 
by the direction pf Vicar-Generai Quinn: 

His Eminence the Cardinal has had for over 
ten days a change in his condition, rendering him 
very weuk and apparently in great danger of death ; 
so muth so that it was considered prudent to ad- 
minister to him the last sacraments. 

The bulletin told the story of a painiess de- 
cline. Dr. Kries, who was summoned to the 
Cardinal a few days ago, found him suffering 
only from oid age. There was nothing for 
medical skill to do for him except to advise 
perfect quiet. His pbysical and mental powers 
were slowly sinking, without the attendant dis- 
comforts of marked disease, The Cardinal's 
assistants, especially those living at the house 
of the Archbishop, which is the companion 
house to the Cardinal’s, and is at the corner of 
Fifty-Arst street, devoted themselves for sev- 
eral days to seeing that nothing was omitted in 
the care of the sinking man which might defer 
the end. 

Their care availed nothing. Each day found 
the Cardinal weaker, both in body and mind. 
Today he was barely conscious. Fearing his 
inability to rally, although not anticipating his 
death during the day, the Vicar-General sent 
for the Cardinai’s confessor, Mgr. Preston. On 
his arrival, early in the morning, the clergy 
were summoned, and all proceeded to the Car- 
dinal’s bedside. Mgr. Preston then administered 
the sacraments, assisted by Archbishop Corri- 
gan and Vicar-General Quinn—one holding the 
plain cross, the other bearing the anointing 
cloths for the oil and water. The members 
of the Archbishop's Couneil, consisting of 
the Rev. Arthur J. Donnelly, the Very Revs. 
Robert Fulton and Isaac T. Hecker, Mgr. Jobn 
M. Farley, and the clergy of St.- Patrick's Ca- 
thedral, consisting of Fathers Donovan, La- 
velle, Lammel, Kelly, Slattery, and Muihern, 
and Father McDonnell, the Cardinal's secre- 
tary, assisted in the prayers. The Cardinal 
realized the nature of the service, moving bis 
lips in the responses but barely emittmg a 
sound. When it was over all retired except 
the nursing attendants, but none went further 
away than Archbishop Corrigan’s residence, 
from which they might be quickly summonea. 

The Cardinal’s condition was unchanged ali 
day. Inquiries about him toward evening were 
met by replies that he has neither lost con- 
sciousness nor rallied. No one could prophesy 
whether he might survive the night or not, 


Dr. Kries said he might linger for several days. 
He said tho end would come from exhaustion 
and would not be hastened by any sudden 
cause. The Cardinal was never strong. An 
accident when he was young, by which two of 
his ribs were broken, impaired his naturally 
delicate constitution and put upon him phys- 
icai sacrifices which few men ogi have borne 
and which must have been taté him but for 
his equable disposition and his wonderful self- 
control, He has been in ill-health for several 
years, and as long ago as last spring when, 
walking across the room, he fell to the floor 
from weakness. Since then be has not been 
without attendance constantly, serious failure 
of his powers dating from that time. A no- 
tice to the 175 churches of the diocese was 
sent out from the cathedral today asking the 
prayers uf the people for the Cardinal. 
At 9:26 this 6vening Dr. Kries made bis sec- 


ond call since 4 o’clock. For three years ne 


bad made daily calls upon his reverend patient, 
but had never before made more than a single 
call in twenty-four hours. Dr. Kries remained 
fifteen minutes at the Cardinal’s bedside to- 
night. He found him conscious, but too weak 
to talk. He was able to partake of liquid nour- 
ishment, but seemed to be gradually though 
slowly passing away. He seemed to improve 
Slightly after receiving the holy viaticum 
by the ministry of Archbishop Corri- 
gan. Durmg the ceremony «a dispatch 
was received from Pope Leo XIII., who ex- 
pressed his deep sorrow at the physical condi- 
tion of the Cardinal and announced that he 
had bestowed the Apostolic biessing. The dis- 
patch was signed by Cardinal Jacobini, Papal 
Secretary of State, and is as follows: * Gravis 
maeror, summi pontificis benediotio concessi,’”’ 

Dr. Kries said, upoa leaving the Cardinal's 
side at 10 o’clock, that his patient was almost 
certain to outlast the night. Among those 
who sat up with him were Mrs. John Kelly, 
Miss Mullen, and Mrs, Cleary of Washington, 
three nieces of the Cardinal, asister of mercy, 
and his trustworthy old servant Catherine, who 
has been with him since his boyhood. 

[Cardinal McCloskey was born in Brooklyn, N. v., 
March 10, 1810. He entered the priesthood in 1838, 
and on the 10th day of March, 1844, his 34th birth- 
day, he was consecrateda Bishop. July 15, 1875, 
he was created a Cardinal Priest of the Roman 
Catholic Church. }

Masked Men with Revolvers 
Terrorise the Passengers While 
a Fourth Robs Them. 


Courageous Conduct of the Oonductor—A 
Posse in Hot Pursuit Dubuque's 
Mysterious Burglary. . 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 6.—(Special.}]— Altoona 
gpecials report a daring robbery on a passen- 
train on the branch ‘of the Pennsylvania 
Road which connects Altoona with Hoilidays- 
burg, the county seat. The line is only eight 
miles long, and the run is made in about thirty 
minutes, and the robbers were therefore com- 
to do their work quickly. The train, 
*@bich was composed of the engine, combina- 
tion baggage and passenger car, and the regu- 
lar passenger coach, had proceeded but a short 
distance from Hollidaysburg when it was 
boarded by four bard-looking individuals who 
wore handkerchiefs to concéal the lower half 
of their faces. The leader was distinguished 
by the fact that his nose was almost entirely 
eaten away by cancer. 

While his three companions, one at each end 
of the regular passenger-coach and another in 
the centre, with drawn revolvers, commanded 
the frightened male and female passengers to 
keep their seats, the man without a nose took 
up the collection of money and valuabies. The 
total value of money and jewelry taken is not 


yet ascertained, but will certainly amount to a 
big sum. 

The conductor, who was in the baggage 
apartment of the front coach counting his tick- 
ets, was unaware of the proceedings in the 
rear coach until informed by a passenger in 
the smoking compartment, Hastening through 
to the rear car, a fierce struggle ensued be- 
tween him and one of the robbers. The former 
was the weaker, however, and he was laid on 
the broad of his back, while a cocked revolver 
in close proximity to his head prevented any 
further demonstration on his part. In the 
meanwhile the wholesale robbery was still in 


progress. 
During the struggle the conductor made an 
attempt to pull the bell-cord and notify the en- 
gineer, but the robbers had anticipatea him 
‘and cut the rope. When the robbery in the 
gecond coach had been completed there was a 
burried consultation of the four masked men 
over the prostrate form of the conductor, re- 
volvers pointed in each coach preventing any 


demonstration on the part of passengers who 


might have regained their lost courage. 
The train began to slacken its speed as it ap- 


- proached the next station, when suddenly the 


robbers leaped off and ran at full speed 
through the dense forest which surrounds the 
track on either side. Springing to nis zeet the 
conductor rushed through the train, dashed 
over the tender into the cab, and ordered the 
astonished engineer to pull the throttle wide 
open.” The order was at once complied with, 
and in a few minutes the train steamed at 
frightful speed into Altoona. its unexpected 
arrival and the blanched faces of the train- 
men and passengers were the means of coliect- 
ing alarge crowd. One passenger, who had 
evidently not given up his valuabies without a 
struggle, exhibited a bloody hand, through 
which a knife had been thrust. 

Parties to bunt the fugitives were at once 


organized. The railroad officiais were notified, 


and special engines bearing several men each 
were sent back on the Hollidaysburg Branch, 
also both east and west on the main line of the 
Pennsylvania Road. The excitement in this 
region is intense. . 
ALTOONA, Pa., Oct. 6.—An unknown woman 
was robbed at the Hollidaysburg Depot this 
morning of her . pocketbook, containing a 
small amount of money and her ticket. 
She was on her way to Altoona 
and the discovery of her loss 
was ‘made when the conductor asked for her 
ticket. A young man on the train told a com- 
panion, Peter Bradley, that he knew who 
picked her pocket. Bradley informed Con- 
ductor Knepper and they started back to find 
The man was found in 
arearcar and accused of the theft. A fight 
ensued, and in tune struggle which followed 
Bradley was stabbed in the hand by the 
supposed thief. The fellow then called 
on his companions—three in number—who 
came to his rescue with drawn revolvers. The 
conductor desisted in his attempts to arrest the 


man, and one of the outlaws pulled the bell- 


rope, stopped the train, and, getting off, beat a 
rapid retreat. The train came on to Altoona, 
and a posse was sent out immediately after- 
ward, but no traces of the gang could be 
‘found.

The Iith of March last, 
tne ‘Illinois Masonic Orphans’ Home was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State. The subject 
is now fully before the craft and commands the at- 
tention of every member. While there may de 
well grounded differences of opinion as to meth- 
ods, yet the object to be attained is one that must 
commend itself to every thinking Mason. This is 
clearly set forth in the articies of organization: 
“To provide and maintain, at or near the City of 
Chicago, a home for the nurture and intel- 
lectual, moral, and physical culture of in- 
digent children of deceased Freemasons of the 
State of Illinois; and a temporary shelter and asy- 
lum for sick or indigent widows of such deceased 
Freemasons.“ Inasmuch as the expense of the 
erection and maintenance of the home is to be met 
entirely by voluntary contributions, and no Ma- 
sonic organization other than the home itself is to 
be burdened by a permanent debt, 1 felt it my 
duty, May 8, in a circular letter, to call the atten- 
tion of the craft to the claims of the ** Orphans’ 
Home.“ I understand that the ladies of the East- 
ern Star have taken hold of the matter in a way 
that can Only assure success, provided the mem- 
bers of the craft will anly come forward and each 
contribute hie mite to forward so noble an enter- 
prise. I feel sure thatif the brethren respond as 
liberally as the merits of the object demand there 
can be no question as to the result.

‘Boston, Mass., Oct. 6.—[Special.J—A broad 
tract of land in Lisbon, Me., known for years 
as the Pine Woods,“ is just now one of the 
most highly-valued lots of land in that State. 
Two years ago it could have been bought for 
$5 an acre, and today $25,000 an acre is its es- 
timated value.

E. H. Caylor of Columbus. O0. The value of 
the earth was discovered through observation 
of the fact that the mud clinging to the 
wheels of vehicles driving through it 
dried on like paint and was removed 
with difficulty. The earth is yellow, and has 
been pronounced by Prof, Stanley of Bates 
College to be a variety of sienna. Mr. Caylor 
has had it tested ground, raw, burnt, and with 
oils by the practical test of the painter with 
the brush and by the investigations of tne ex- 
perts in paint manufacture. One expert says 
he never saw a finer sampie of sienna, and pro- 
nounces it the equal of the best Italian prod- 
uet. In the entire lot of land owned by Mr. 
Chamberlain there are 100 acres, and the de- 
posit, which lies from one foot to three feet 
deep, covers an estimated area of sixty acres.

Hon. Carter H. Harrison was intended by this club 
in appointing said committee; be it further 

Resolved. That this club refutes the report that it 
has as a body taken any action in recent and pend- 
ing local political issues and complications; be it 
further . 

Resolved, That until such time as this club by 
matter of record takes action in local political is- 


-sues and complications neither the press nor any 
‘individual has any authority to compromise the 


club therein. 

Mr. I. K. Boyeson moved to lay the resalu- 
tions on the table, but Mr. Rollins asked the 
indulgence of the club while be made a short 
statement. His statement was virtually a rep- 
etition of the preamble with the addition that 
be did not know Harrison personally. He said 
that the action taken by the club in appointing 
a committee to inquire into the actions of Mr.

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Strikers Resume Work—A Demand for 
Steel Rails—Other Trade and

Drivers’ Association of this city to present 
their demands to the Presidents of the various 
street railway companies reported late last 
night to the Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor. The committee reported that their 
demands had been ignored, and that the railway 
officials refused to recognize them. The board 
went into executive session, and carly 


this morning the Presidents of all 


the roads and Messrs. George Bain, 
ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard, and James 
Bannerman, members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and representative business-men, 
received invitations to attend a meeting at 
Turner-Hall at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
Knights of Labor were promptly on hand, and 
Messrs. Bain and Bannerman responded. Pres- 
ident Jonnson of the South St. Louis Line was 
the only railroad-man that put in an appear- 
ance. There was another stormy executive 
session, during which Mr. Johnson consented 
to the demands of the committee. The fiery 
orators who advised extreme measures dwelt 
on the contempt with which their attempt to 
arbitrate had been received by the companies, 
and despite the protests of Messrs. Bain and 
Bannerman a resolution was passed ordering a 
strike at 3 p. m. on all lines in the city ex- 
cept the South St. Louis. The following notice 
was then posted and afterwards circulated 
over tke city: 

Why we strike: After having exhausted all 
honorable means in trying to arbitrate the griev- 
ances between the various street-railway officials 
and their employés, without having been recognized 
by the Presidents of the various roads, the men have 
concluded to cease work for the present. Brother 
Knights stand shoulder to shoulder. All we ask is 
that twelve hours be considered a day’s work in- 
stead of sixteen or eighteen, as at present. Let 
justice be done, though the heavens fall. By 
order of the Executive Board, D. A. 17, K. of L. 

When the announcement of the strike be- 
dame generally known it produced the greatest 
excitement. Fully 100,000 strangers arrived in 
the city since Saturday, and at present crowded 
special trains on fifteen roads are arriving at 
the Union Depot every few minutes. The busi- 
ness- men look upon the affair as a dreadful ca- 
lamity, and the visions of the golden harvest 
which they expected to reap from the country 
visitors are rapidly fading. 

Three o'clock arrived and the drivers and 
conductors began turning in their cars. The 
Peopie’s Line. of which Charles Green, Presi- 
dent of the Fair Association, is President, was 
the first to stop. The men on Washington av- 
enue, Fifth street, Union Depot, Cass avenue, 
Beliefontaine, Third street, Lafayette Park, 
Fourteenth street, Eleventh street, Vandeven- 
ter avenue, and Benton Park followed. The 
strikers all proceeded to Turner-Hall where a 
mass-meeting was held and committees. ap- 
pointed to go to the drivers and conductors on 
the lines still running and induce them to quit. 

The men who refused to obey the order 
were on the Olive street, Franklin avenue, and 
Market street lines. The Olive street men 
asked for protection, ana detaiis of police were 
scattered along the whole route. Owing to the 
300 policemen detailed for tne Veiled Prophets’ 
procession tonight the strikers have practical- 
ly everything in their hands. The press and 
public are against them, and it 1s feared there 


will be trouble before the end. Of the nine 


roads leading to the fair-grouuds bat one is in 
operation. The attendance today was 50,000 
aud the majority had to walk six miles after 
the show was over. Thus far the strikers have 
resorted to no violent measures, but an attack 
is feared on the Olive street line. Occasionally

press, is a proof of the rapid drift of the En- 
glish people away frqm their old monarch- 
ical bearings toward a ‘more democratic form 
of government and more liberal ideas in pol- 
itics. 


THE ENGLISH POLITICAL DRIFT. 

The drift of polities in England towards 
liberalism is so rapid that one can hardly 
keep track of it. The Tory campaign is 
already in advance of where the Liberals 


stood two years ago. They have not only 


adopied Liberal measures, but have pushed 
on in advance of them, and are well up to 
Chamberlain’s Radical program. They are 
hardly yet ready to adopt his proposition for 
curtailing the prerogatives of the Crown by 
clothing the Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons with dictatorial authority in certain 
emergencies; but as a rule the Tories and 
the great mass of the Liberals who follow 
Chamberlain are engaged in a neck-and-neck 
race to see who shall make the most gen- 
erous and radical concessions to the people. 
The Tories have already commenced to advo- 
cate the Liberal proposition to abolish primo- 
geniture and the law of entail. They have 
consented to divide up the land, and have 
arranged for the transfer of land from one 
person to another by a process as simple and 
quick as the transfer of a railroad mortgage 
bond. They have accepted the new doctrine 
that there should be more landowners, and 
. they have freely acknowledged that the con- 
Pcentration of the landed property of the 
Kingdom in a few hands is a bad policy. 

In the launching of these new reforms the 
Irish with their revolutionary. program have 
been the pioneers under Mr. Parnell’s wise 
and judicious lead. They have won these 
concessions by making a steady and sturdy 
fight for them, and their victories have havi a 
marked effect upon the English mind. The 
English people are asking themselves the 
question, If these concessions are made to 
the lrish why should they not be made to 
us? If the Irish are to have the benefit of 
land division, permanent tenure, and com- 
pensation for improvements why should not 
the English tenant farmer and the Scotch 
croiter have them also? It was but a few 
years ago they were opposing these conces- 
sions. Now, by granting them, they have 
converted themselves. During the last ses- 
sion a bill was passed without opposition 
empowering the Government to advance 
three-fourths of the purchase money to 
Irish tenants wishing to buy farms. The 
same wave is now sweeping over England 
and Scotland, and their tenant farmers want 
to know why money cannot be furnished to 
them also for the same purposé. Thus step 
by step the people are moving on in their 
grand march of liberal progress. 

In still another direction there is rapid ad- 
vancement. Both the Tories and Liberals 
have promised the Irish the important meas- 
ure of local county self-government and the 
abolition of the present magistrate system 
‘and Castle Government by the appointment 
of juries and Justices, placing in their stead 
County Boards somewhat like our own, 
elected by the ‘Trish themselves. Now the 
2 also are e 
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stead of moving slowly as in the past, is go- 
ing ahead by leaps. It moves along as tar in 
a year as it used to go in a lifetime, and its 
general tendency is towards a republic. The 
signs of it are unmistakable. 


MORE ENGLISH CRITICISM. 

We print elsewhere a letter written to the 
London Times from this country which is 
evidently intended to aid the Tories in resist- 
ing the political drifts in Britain towards re- 
publicanism by giving the people of that 
country an unfavorable idea of the tendencies 
of this country, both political and educa- 
tional. The letter is latgely devoted to our 
school system and the character of our peri- 
odicals, but the hostile animus against all 
our institutions is apparent all through the 
letter, as well as the attempt to head off lib- 
eral progress in England by insinuating 
doubts whether our form of government is a 
success. | 

The writer assumes that the average Amer- 
jean is very clever, but he does not reason 
and takes all his ideas from the newspaper, 
and then goes on to argue that, while the 
number of these newspapers is enormous, 
with half a dozen exceptions they are super- 
ficial and simgularly uninteresting. Of 
course all this depends upon the point 
of view. While to an Englishman Amer 
ican papers may seem uninteresting, to an 
American the heavy, lumbering English 
papers seem uninteresting also. He classes 
the Nation as the only representative we 
have of the class of journals which com- 
prises the Saturday Review, Spectator, Athe- 
num, Academy, Economist, etc. Without 
decrying the Nation, it may be stated that it 
is only the weekly edition of the New York 
Evening Post and a tender to it in the way 
of advertising. Ihe writer seems to have 
forgotten Bradstreet’s, which is a fair offset 
to the Economist; the North American Re- 
view, which is the equal of any of the Eu- 
glish periodicals mentioned; our monthlies, 
which are incalculably superior to any of the 
English monthlies (that are devoted mainly 
to very poor fhetion with cheap. illustrations); 
and the large number of special papers de- 
voted to certain departments of trade, sci- 
ence, education, art, invention, religion, and 
speculation of all kinds. Instead of attempt- 
ing to cover these departmenty in a single 
journal, as in England, each department in 
this country—the Sanitary Engineer is a good 
example—has its own paper, and sometimes 
more than one, whieh treats exhaustively of 
all the topics pertaining to each. As to the 
daily papers, our large metropolitan dailies 
are far more enterprising in the collection of 
news than the English, and more space and 
time are given to that provincé of the paper, 
because it certainly is its most legitimate 
province. The eager, impulsive, nervous, 
active Americans want the news with brief 
comment, and would never be satisfied with 
the long, heavy, tiresome leading articles 
that suit the slow-going Britons. 

The Times correspondent’s objection to our 
schools is that their only object is to fit boys 
to make money and escape work. Asif money 
could be made without work. But something 
must be taught in the schools, and that some- 
thing is selected upon the ground that it is 
practical and useful. If this correspondent 
had been less flippant he would have found 
upon examination that identical branches are 
taught in the American and English schools, 
and that the English system of common- 
school education rests upon the same basis as 
our own, with a few ideas imported from Ger- 


many. We have not yet, perhaps, as advanced 


a system of industrial and polytechnic educa- 


ing up to it; and unless the English speedily 
improve their processes we shall be superior 
to them in this regard. The bulk of this 
writer’s criticism against American schools 
applies equally against the English. The 
whole tendency of English life is towards 
our own. English institutions are rapidly 
ebecoming republicanized, and that is what 
troubles this writer. We teach in our schools 
reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, and 
the knowledge of our own tongue, and on 
that we build a higher education in science, 
political and social economy, and art. The 
processes in the two countries are the same, 
and it is only because the extension of com- 
mon-school education in England is repub- 
licanizing its people, urging them forward 
towards our ideas of life, trade, and politics, 
atid rapidly threatening to change their form 
of Government, that such letters as the one 
we print elsewhere periodically appear in 
English newspapers. It is a faint effort to 
stem an irresistible tide. 


SPECULATING IN PRODUCE. 

A correspondent asks us to write an article 
condemning the transactions of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, on the ground that 95 per 
cent of them are pure gambling, equally bad 
as any in Wall street. There can be no 
doubt that our correspondent is right in his 
statement; but what more can be said about 
it? One great fact should not be forgotten. 
The Chicago Board of Trade, through its 
members, handles so much of the produce of 
the West as flows through this city anda 
great deal of what is usually spoken of as 
going around us. The actual selling value 
of. the farm products that are re 
ceived in Chicago is, in round num- 
bers, four hundred million dollars per 
year, if we include the live stock, a part of 
which is not, strictly speaking, raised on the 
farm. The whole of this vast mass of ma- 
terial has to be handled somehow by other 
parties than those who raise it in the coun- 
try, and it can only be done by the aid of 
capital, ‘The farmer could no more find a 
means of disposing of his surplus produce 
without assistance from capital than he could 
if deprived of the use of wagons and horses 
or cattle to hatil it from the farm to the rail- 
road depot. The capital may be employed 
in one of two ways—either speculatively or 
by lending it on interest. The latter would 
be just as likely to develop into usury as the 
former has into gambling, and it is perhaps 
hard to say which of the two evils would 
prove to be the worst, if they could be 
weighed in the balances of eternal justice. 

There can be no question that speculation 
in breadstuffs and provisions, when not car- 
ried too far, has vastly helped the develop- 
ment of the produce trade of the West, as it 


certainly has done much to build up the trade 


of Chicago. If the speculation, which many 
eall gambling, could be entirely abolished it 
would work a complete revolution in the bus- 
mess of farming in this country, and the 
change would be a disastrous one to not a few 
of those who find fault with the present order 
of things. Very nearly all the grain and live 
stock that the farmer sells to the country buyer 
is paid for with borrowed money, and the use 
of that money can be obtained at much lower 
rates under: existing arrangements than it 
could be if the buyer took all the risk in- 
volved in owning the property till it was sold 
to the men who retail it to the consumer. But 
in order to do that he must be able to sell it to 
arrive, and the man who buys it to be deliy-

It may be ¢laimed for it that it finds’ 
an illustration in the Scripture parable of the 
wheat and the tares, about which it was de- 
cided to be Nat hatmful to jet both grow 
together until the harvest,” lest in pulling up 
the tares the wheat should be rooted up also. 
it may be added that no one is compelled to 
act the part ofa tare against his wishes, 
and that he is grally the happiest who 
abstains from so and leaves all kinds 


of gambling severely alone. 


Tun political campaign in New York is 
becoming laughable from some of its phases, 
The Demoeratie State Convention nominated 
an anti-civil-service reform ticket from top to 
bottom and then passed some milk-and-water 
resolutions pretending that they were friend- 
ly to Cleveland and to some extent counte- 
nanced his civil-service heresies; but every- 


| body, including the mugwumps, saw through 


the transparent show of the spoilsmen. The 
mugwumps bolted Hill and the Democratic 
ticket in a body, and gave as a reason that 
they did so for the purpose of indorsing 
President Cleveland. They took the posi- 
tion that the only effective way of supporting 
him was by opposing and defeating Hill and 
his fellow spollsmen on the Democratic 
ticket. The Demoeratic press, under the 
lead of Dana’s Sun and its tender the World, 
derided the reason given by the mugwumps 
for theit course. And now comes Cleveland 
himself and declares that he desires the suc- 
cess of the anti-reform Hill ticket! He has 
just dictated to his private secretary, Col. 
Daniel Lamont, the following reply to be 
made to an inquiry sent ain by a corre- 
spondent: 

The President is a Democrat, and it is strange 
that any person shotild question his position. 
He earnestiy desires the success of his party 
in the pending elec in New York, as well 


as elsewhere, and any assertion to the con- 
trary is utterly and maliciously faise. 


The President’s statement makes a curious 
political muddle in York State. Thirty or 
forty thousand mugwumps are working tooth 
and nail to elect the whole Republican State 
ticket, at the head of which is Ira Daven- 
port, and to defeat the whole Democratic 
anti-civil-servieé reform ticket, at the head 
of which is the spoilsman Hill, in order to 
uphold the President, who says in his recent 
letter to Eaton that he is in favor of civil- 
service reform”; but Cleveland turns round 
and tells them that, while he desires the said 
reform, he desires tlie success of his party 
very much more; that he prefers the spoils- 
man Hill to the reformer Davenport; and 
that he doesn’t want the mugwump support on 
condition of Hills defeat; but he can’t get 
it on any other terms, Since Cleveland has 
made his declaration Of devotion to the spoils 
ticket he has dropped far down in the esti- 
mation of the faction to whom he owes his 
election as The only mugwump 
that we know of who indorses Cleveland's 
backsliding on civil-service reform is Frank- 
lin MacVeagh of this city, and he has to be 
hired to do it, for if he were not holding an 
office at the backslider’s hands he would 
drop him instantly. | 


Ir will be interesting to learn whether the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of New 
York can make any better explanation of his 
relations with Boss Tweed than he did when 
he made the attempt some years ago. Hill's 
intimate relations with Boss Tweed were 
well known. He was a partner of Tweed in 
the publication of the Elmira Gazette news- 
paper and closely associated with him in 
politics—in fact, Tweed set him up and then 
he ran a rat office. Shortly after the 
thief Tweed’s exposure Hill became a candi- 
date for the New York Assembly in the 
Elmira district, and his party friends urged 
him to make some kind of a public statement 
that would palliate or excuse his previous 
relations with the big villain. Accordingly 
he made a speech before 4 political conven- 
tion at Horsheads, and, after revising his re- 
marks, printed them in his own paper, the 
Elmira Gazette. As thus reported in his own 
paper Mr. Hill said: 

I don’t propose to allow the issues of this 
eampaign to be overshadowed by the partisan 
clamor of the opposition over the alleged dis- 
coveries of fraud in the Municipal Government 
of New York. Bethe frauds ever so great, they 
do not as intimately concern us as the frauds 
of tne Federal officials all around and about us. 
Maladministration in the City of New York does 
not add a dollar of taxation to either you or 1. 
But the frauds in the Nauonal Government 
directiy affect every citizen of the whole coun- 
try. Every department of that Government is 
this day reekme with corruption. Why seek 
here in the country, with loud and unseemly 
professions of honesty, to correct the evils of a 
distant ctty and shut our eyes to the corruption 
at our very door, and the evils of which directly 
affect us. 


A man who was unwilling to condemn the 
robber Tweed even after the exposure of his 
enormous frauds ean hardly think himself 
entitled to the support of the mugwumps for 
Governor of the Empire State. The mug- 
wumps can stand a great deal, but they have 
to draw the line when it comes to the apolo- 
gist and defender of Boss Tweed. They 
made no complaint when jail-birds, fine-work- 
ers, ballot-box stuffers, and common bummers 
were appointed to important offices; but en- 
durance ceased to be 4 virtue when the former 
partner and subsequent apologist of Boss 
Tweed was named as the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of New York. Perhaps 
Hill had better make another attempt to ex- 
plain his relations with Boss Tweed, and see 
if he can make greater headway the second 
time. It is too late to satisfy the mugwumps, 
but he ought to do something for the decent 
element of his own party. 


WueEn Flower plugged the bung of his bar- 
rel and retired from the New York ticket the 
Democrats were anxious to put Gen. Slocum 
in his place, but the old veteran calmly re- 
marked that a man who had been second in 
command under Gen. Grant would never be 
found playing second-fiddie to Dave Hill,” 
The original Jones of Binghaniton” was 
then selected.

The story 
about Jones leading his regiment gallantly 
through the streets of Baltimore rests on the 
fact that he was snugly cooped up in a fail- 
road car in one part of the city while some 
of the soldiers under his command were 


fighting the Democratic plug-uglies at a dis- 


tance. The war record of the original 
„Jones of Binghamton” will not furnish 
much campaign material nor captivate any 
higher order of soldiers than 2278 855 
bounty-jumpers, and deserters. 


Ir is as yet too soon to ascertain the abso- 
lute results of the French election. The 
number of Deputies to be chosen is so large, 


| and the successful candidates must have a 


majority of all the votes cast, and there were 
so many electoral tickets in the field, that a 
second election will have to be held (occur 
ring Sunday next) before we shall know the 
actual character of the next Chamber of 
Deputies. Enough has been gathered, how- 
ever, to show that the Conservatives and 
Royalists have made large gains, that the 
Radicals will not materially add to their 
strength, and that owing to the number of 
Cabinet Ministers defeated for seats in the 
Chamber it will be necessary to form a new 
Cabinet or resign before the Chamber meets. 
The Hepublique Francaise claims that over 
one-third of the members are Conservatives, 
and implores the Republicans to unite 
on candidates in the districts where 
second ballots are necessary and preserve 
the integrity of the Republic.” The Amert- 
can Register, printed in Paris, and an un- 
prejudiced observer, gives us a hint of the 
actual sentiment of the French people. It 
says: The country really asks that its af- 


fairs should be better managed than hitherto, 


and that those who speak in its name shall 
not perpetually deceive them. Everywhere 
there is a sort of weariness which resembles 
a warning.” In contrast with the radical 
platform of M. Clémeticeau, which amounted 
to a complete revolution of the existing con- 
dition of things, the Register says of the Con- 
servatives: 

They demand the prudent administration of 
the national finances, and the temporary cessa- 
tion ot Asiatic aad African conquests. The 
Conservatives exact from a Government worthy 
of the name of one that it shall protect the 
feeble, and shall not countenance the oppres- 
sion of minorities; thatit shall maintain the 
Concordat; that it shall render justice and up- 
hold liberty; and that it shall maintain a dis- 
ciplined army, which shall be outside of poli- 
tics and not the slave of every party in turn. 
The anti-RepuDliean party possesses a great 
advantage over the Republican party in not 
being compejied to promise that a certain num- 
ber of political muracies shall be duly per- 
formed. 


Ir is reported that Mr. Harrison’s amend- 
ed pleas in the contested election case will be 
ready by the end of the week. It is one of the 
strarge phenomena of the year that Mr. Har- 
rison manifests no curiosity to learn who was 
elected Mayor of Chicago last spring. 


Reponts, thus far in the season, of the 
adventures of fox-hunters in the vicinity of 
New York indicate rather less mortality than 
usual among the riders, atid almost none, as 
usual, among the foxes. The chase in New 
Jersey has been devoid of many incidents giv- 
ing it character in the past, as the hunters 
have become tolerably well informed of what 
farmers are most belligerent and what corh- 
fields have the most tenacious soil; but, in oth- 
er localities, the sport has possessed many of 


) its original wildly-excitma@ features. There 


was a fox-hunt at a place called Valley Stream 
last Saturday. We are informed that the dogs 
„found and broke cover,“ and did all that 
sort of thing in the most approved style, and, 
from what can be gathered in a general way 
from the account, it would appear that the 
chase of the fox continued for about twelve 
miles. Many daring exploits were performed. 
Mr. La Montague’s horse got into a farmer's 
door-yard, and Was rescuéd only by the aid of 
the farmer and all his men, the animal having 
become somehow involved among the shrub- 
bery.

He Then Shoots His Wife Three Times, 
Wounding Her Fatally—Prompt- 
dend by Jealousy. 


> An Old Man Killed by a Peddler in Wis-

Geneva, III., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—A horrible 

murder occurred at a farm-house about four 


miles west of bere on the town line between 


Blackberry and Campton. The circumstances 
and those leading to it are here detailed: 

Eleven years ago Albert Cook, born in Ger- 
many and brought up here, married Nellie 
Butts, an English girl, in the Township of Bur- 
lington, this county. They lived apparently 
all right until recently, when be became mo- 
rosely jealous. of her without cause 
and frequently threatened her life. Will- 
iam Smith is the lessee of the farm, 
an American, and unmarried. He hired 
Cook to work on the farm, and Mrs. Cook kept 
house for all. Smith says he never had any 
trouble with Cook and never saw any quarrels 
between the couple. In July Cook had an 
altercation with his wife and shot at her. She 
dodged into the buttery ana the ball lodged in 
the casing. This affair was hushed up, the 
wife fearing to do anything about 
it. Cook’s father, Frederick Cook, 
a house-renter of No. 585 South 
Halsted street, Chicago, then came out and 
took Cook back with him, and kept him in the 
city about aweek. Then Cook came back, 
staid about three days, and went to Kansas, 
where he remained until about Sept. 1. 
He remained around home more or 
less until Sept. 18, when he again 
made threats that he would kill 
his wife. At that her brothers caused him to 
be arrested. He hadan examination, and was 
bound in $500 bonds to appear before the 
grand jury. He remained in the county jail 
over night, and the next morning his father 
came out and bailed him. From this time he 
had not been seen until the time of the 
tragedy. 

The midnight train west on the Northwest- 
ern stops at the crossing of the road, three- 
quarters of a mile south of the house, when- 
ever passengers ask it. A neighbor heard it 
stop and wondered who got off last night. It 
was doubtless Cook coming from Chicago. He 
is thought to have hung around the house till 
morning and to have watched Smith and 
his hired man go to the barn to milk. 
About 6 o’clock he went into the house. Mrs. 
Cook slept in the northeast room of the ground 
floor. She had had her mother, Mrs. Thomas 
Butis of Burlington, a woman of 70, stay with 
her, and the two slept together. Cook walked 
straight to this room. He said he was awful 
cold. and appeared to beso. He began to abuse 
his wife, and said: You have done a very bad 
thing.” She asked what thing. He replied: 
** Getting me arrested.“ 

THE MURDER. 

He then went near the bed and began to 
shoot with a’ revolver. He first shot the 
mother-in-law in the head near the nose, 
killing her instantly. Mrs. Cook sprang up, 
but he shot her three times, one ball severely 
shattering the right arm near the sboulder, 
another fracturing the bore of the left fore- 
arm, and the third ball entering the abdomen. 


Mrs. Cook’s recovery is very doubtful. 
The couple had two little boys, 8 and 10 years 
old respectively. One stood on the stairs as 


his father ran out. He ran to the barn and. 


alarmed Smith. He rushed tothe house. Mrs. 
Cook stood upin the middle of the floor aad 
said: “Albert shot me here, and bere, and 
here. g 

Medical aid was summoned and all is being 
done that can be done. Mrs. Cook is conscious 


and suffers little pain save from hunger. She 
is 32 years old. She gave no cause for the act. 


THE MAN-HUNT. 

By 8 o’clock the Sheriff, deputies, neighbors, 
and citizens to the number of 100 spread all 
around from the place in search of Cook. The 
old overcoat he wore he dropped on the farm 
just before coming to the main road. If they 
find him he will be roughly dealt with. The 
murderer is 38 years old, speaks English 
well, nas a spare face, is five feet 
eight inches tall, has dark-brown 
hair, dark mustache, and light-brown suit. 
There is a peculiar brown spot about the size 
of a pin-head on the iris of one eye. by which 
he can be identified. He is temperate, and the 
rumors that he had ever been insane are un- 
founded. 

Monday night bis father was at the court- 
house looking for him, as he should have ap- 
peared as per the bond. 

Tne funeral of Mrs. Butts will be held Thurs- 
day in Burlington, where she bas two sons and 
a daughter. 

The murder, following so near on the heels 
of the murderof the two Geneva policemen 
six weeks ago, has enraged the people. 


AN OLD MAN MURDERED. 

La Crosse, Wis., Oct. 6.—(Special.]|—This 
town is greatly excited over a tragedy which 
occurred at 10 o’clock this morning. Patrick 
Kennedy, an old settler, aged 70, highly es- 
teemed, was killed by a peddier named James 
Kelly. Kelly raised a heavy pitchfork and 
dealt Kennedy a blow on the head, crushing 
the ekull. There were no eye-witnesses to the 
crime, but Kennedy lived long enough to tell 
who struck him. He was a quiet, inoffensive 
old man, and the assault was a most brutal 
one. The murderer escaped, and a large party is 
searching the surrounding country. Threats of 
lynching are freely madc.

He also 
told friends that he had great trouble in sleep- 
ing. and that bis head bothered him in the 
night. When he was a boy he was thrown from 
a horse and his skull fractured, a large indenta- 
tion in his bead bearing witness to the fact. 
This, however, had given him no trouble, and 
his mental faculties were excellent, his busi- 
ness position being responsible and calling for 
no small ability, He has been for a ~wmber of 
years one of tho head clerks of the firm, and 
during Mr. Warren’s absence has been vir- 
tually in control of the firm's affairs, having 
power of attorney and drawing all checks. 

Esdaile came to Chicago six or seven years 
ago. He is the son of worthy and well-to-do 
parents in Montreal, and bas occupied rather 
u prominent part in society among 
the English and Canadians in Hyde Park. He 
is a member of the Kenwood Lawu-Tenuis 
Club. He is 27. years of age, small and slight. 
with a light complexion and mustache, and a 
peculiar, egg-shaped bead.

[IT REJECTS THE RIO GRANDE’S DRAFT— 
OTHER RAILROAD NOTES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 6.— The draft of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad upon the 
Southern Pacifig Company, made under the 
awards of the 7 : inental Association 
arbitrators to apportion the business of the 
first six months of this year of the Transcon- 
tinental Association Roads, has been returned 
by the Southern Pacific Company, and will go 
to protest. General Traffice Manager Stubbs 
states that all other similar drafts be rejected. 
The company gives as a reason for their action 
that the arbitrators refused to hear the South- 
ern Pacific Company’s testimony when making 
the awards. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today rendered a decision in- 
volving the title to $65,000 and interest from 
1870. At that time this (Marion) township 
voted $60,000 to aid the construction 
of the Indiana & Illinois Railroad, but 
it was not completed within the pre- 
scribed time. The amount of the tax 
was the subject of long litigation betweén tne 
township and county, the Indianapolis, Decatur 
& Springfield Railroad Company, as the suc- 
cessor of the Indiana & Illinois Railroad, filing 
a cross billin 1877. Sometime ago the lower 
courts decided that the township was entitled 
to the money.

Another can- 
didate is James L. Grinnell of Greenfield, 
who for several years ran on the But- 
ler ticket as candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. He held the same place on the 
Cleveland State ticket last year. He is not 
particularly objectionable to eitber party, ana 
may be taken as a compromise candidate. The 
Butler men will go over to him rather than see 
Prince nominated. There 1s no talk whatever 
of other places on the ticket, as it is conceded 
that however strong a fight they make for 
Governor the Democrats stand no show what- 
ever to elect candidates lower down on the 
ticket.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

HAMILTON, Ont., Oct. 6.—The General As- 
sembly of the Knights of Labor reconvened this 
morning. Master Workman Powderly in his 
address said he had prepared the draftof a 
bill to be presented to Congress, which will, if 
adopted, prohibit the employment of in- 
mates of State or county prisons 
on Government work of any kind. 
The working people of the States, he claimed, 
sbould demand of Congress the passage of a 
law creating postal savings banks. The 
sage of Mr. Oates’ pill, introduced at the last 
session of Congress, probibiting aliens from 
holding large tracts of land should be ineiwted 
upon, and the assembly should go further in 
demanding that ali lands now heid for specu- 
lative purposes be restored to the public do- 
main. He discountenanced the proposition to 
inaugurate a strike for the establishment 
of the sbort-bour plan May 1, 1886. 
Workingmen on the continent of North Amer- 
ica, he said, must take some action looking to 
the prevention of immigration during periods 
of depression. This country can no longer be 
called the workshop of the world. Every step 
to make it the poorhouse of the world should 
be resisted. He then touched on boycotting 
and said that when the end sought for 


had been accomplished it should be discontin-. 


ued. Drunkenvess, which was prevaient dur- 
ing strikes, should be punished hy expulsion. 
He pointed out the weak spots in codperation 
and the mutual-benefit organizations. The as- 
sistance fund should be abolished and another 
plan substituted. Workingmen had come to 
look ou it as a fund to support strikes.

In regard to the difficulty arising from the 
demand ot the Milwaukee & St. Paul that the 
dressed-beef business of Hammond & Co. from 
Omaha to Chicago be put in the ot the 
Western Freight Association at contract 
rate instead of the regular tariff rate, Mr. 
Miller said that when his company made 
its contract with Hammond & Co. there was no 
pool in existence. The rate—30 cents per 100 
pounds—was a good one and left a fair margin 
of profit. Any of the other lines would gladly 
bave made the contract if they could have se- 
cured it. The Milwaukee & St. Paul only con- 
sented to join the pool upon the condition that 
this contract be put in the pool at tariff rates. 
As the contract was for several years, his com- 
pany could not afford to put the business in 
the pool at tariff rates—39 cents—since this 
would cause a loss to his company of nine cents 
on every 100 pounds carried. If the other roads 
now claimed that his company agreed to put 
the business into the pool at tariff rates, they 
must have misunderstood his remarks made at 
the meeting when the pool was formed. While 
it was true that ordinarily business contracted 
for during the suspension of a pool was upon 
the reorganization of such pool put in at tariff 
rates, this could not apply in the present case. 
There was no pool in existence previous to the 
formation of the present one and there were 
no agreed rates. In this case his company was 
entitled to put the business under the contract 
with Hammond & Co. into the pool at tariff 
rates and it would stick to its present position, 
be the result what it may. 

In this connection it may be stated that the 
other companies emphatically deny that the 
officers of the Milwaukee & St. Paul said any- 
thing at the first meeting about putting the 
dressed beef of Hammond & Co. into the pool 
at the contract rate, and that it 
was generally understood that it should go 
in at tariff rates. That the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul reported that business to Commission- 
er Faithorn for the first thirty days, is pointed 
to as proof that the Milwaukee & St. Paul so 
undarstood the arrangement and its change of 
positions was the result of an afterthought. 
They also claim that it would be impossible to 
keep up the present pooling agreement if the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul was allowed to put that 
business into the pool at contract rate, as this 
would have the effect of destroying the regu- 
lar rates during the term of the contract, which 
is said to be for five years. 

BAST-BOUND FREIGHT IN TRANSIT. 

A meeting of the Chicago East-Bound 
Freight Committee was heid yesterday for the 
principal purpose of discussing the freight sit- 
uation and to see how soon the business con- 
tracted for prior to Oct. 1 and now being billed 
as in transit will be disposed of. It was 
thought that all such business would be out of 
the way by Oct. 15. In any event, no business 
could be torwarded after that date at cut rates 
under the action of the trunk lines; that they 
will not receive business thereafter at less 
than tariff rates. In view of this fact 
no impoftance was attached to the charges 
that some roads were still taking business 
at cut rates and billing it as having been in 
transit prior to Oct. 1. It was the general 
opinion that rate-cutting would entirely cease 
on and after Oct. 15, and that tariff rates would 
be well thaintained thereafter. While there 
were no penalties fixed for cutting rates, yet 
none of the roads would cafe to take the risk 


‘of having its prorating arrangements with the 


trunk lines stopped. Several matters of de- 
tail regarding ciassification of certain artivies, 
weights, etc., were discussed. It was agreed 
to meet again regularly hereafter every sec- 
ond week, as was done prior to the late un- 
pleasantness. The representative of the At- 
lantic & Pacific desired to know whether all 
the lines were adhering to the 
new switching tariff recently issued. 
He had beard that some roads 
were throwing off the switching charges. Ali 
those present claimed that they were charging 
full switching tariff on ali business and that no 
underbanded. work was being practiced. 
Their well-known reputation for truth, veraci- 
ty. and fair-dealing alone ought to be sufficient 
proof that nothing wrong was being done by 
any of them. This explanation was accepted 
as entirely satisfactory. There was aiso a dis- 
oussi0n in regard to rates on mixed car-loads 
of dreased meats, which subject was referred 
to the East-Bc und Classification Committee. 


TEXAS FREIGHTS. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 6.—({Special.]—There 
was quite an important meeting of freight- 
men at the Grand Hotel. yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was called by the Commissioner 
of the Texas Traffic Association, J. Waldo, 
who was elected Chairman yesterday. The 
Secretary of the Texas Traffic Association, G. 
Maciaine, acted as minutes-keeper at the meet- 
ing. There were representatives from the 
Central and Middle States, the Southern States, 
and Texas.

CAPT. KIRBY AND THE INSPECTOR. 


Bome one is evidently trying to pick a quarrel 
with Capt. T. W. Kirby of Grand Haven. Capt. 
Kirby is a prominent vessel-owner. Last July he 
gave an excursion on the steamship Pickands, and 
was given a special permit to carry passengers 
from Grand Haven to Fruitport and return, The 
permit, however, did not include Lake Michigan. 
In leaving the dock at Grand Haven it was found 
necessary to back the steamer out into the lake in 
order to turn her around. For this slight violation 
of the steamboat inspection laws Capt. Kirby was 
summoned to appear before the local inspector 
and show cause why he should not be fined for the 
offense. A few weeks later Capt. Kirby employed 
a number of men to unload his vessel at Fruit- 
port, and sent them from Grand Haven on board 
of one of his own tugs. No fare was 
charged or collected, but Capt. Kirby was 
again notified that he had transgressed 
the law: by carrying passengers without a 
license, Last Saturday Capt. Kirby was again no- 
tified to appear before the inspector, The last 
offense with which he is charged is, that a tug of 
which be is owner and the regularly licensed mas- 
ter towed a vessel into Grand Haven last week 
while in charge of another Captain. In explanation 
of this Capt. Kirby says he was sick for two days 
and employed another man to run his tug. The 
latter had a first-class master’s certificate and was 
legally qualified to assume command of the boat. 
These are only afew of the petty charges that 
have been preferred against Capt. Kirby this sea- 
son, and he proposes to put a stop to them. With 
that end in view a prominent marine lawyer of 
Chicago has been retained, and it is quite probable 
that some very interesting charges will be pre- 
ferred against the local steamboat inspector, who, 
Capt. Kirby alleges, has a clerk in his office that is 
a partner in an opposition tug line at Grand Haven.

IT TAKES UP HYPNOTISM AND DIGOUSSES IT. 

The Western Society for Psychical Research 
met last evenm in the club-room of the Sher- 
man House to discuss hypnotism. This and a 
great many ‘other things were voluminously 
explained last evening by Dr. E. J. Kuh. 
Hypnotism, be asserts, bas taken its place 
among the seiences of today. He proved it by 
relating the following little tale: Two dark 
rooms, a subject,“ a hypnotist, and an ener- 
getic witness, The subject, properly mesmer 
ized, in one room, the others in the second. 
The witness thrusts a pin into the hypnotist’s 
leg and the subject in the other room sbrieks 
with pain. 80 does the hypnotist, but that 
is immaterialh to the experiment. The 
witness knocks the hypnotist down, and the 
mesmerized subject in the other room falls to 
the floor. This experiment may be continued 
indefinitly asfar as the subject is concerned 
—its duration ail depends upon the bhypnotist’s 
devotion to the modern substitute for the 
black art. De. Kuh described two or three 
methods of throwing one into this state of 
passive vacanoy. The Fakirs sit down in arow 
in monotonous silence, each man scrutinizing 
the tip of his nose. This does not go in China 
for obvious reasons. After awhile the pupils 
of the eye are distended, tears gather, the eye- 
lids quiver and droop, and the Fakir falls into 
atrance. The Arabs make monotonous passes 
with the open band and secure the same result. 
The Dervishes .accomplish it by a monotonous 
repetition of Allah, Allah hu.“ or a continu- 
ous reading of the Koran. The English Society 
for Psychical Research produces a like trance- 
state by readmg Browning. 

Dr. Kuh spoke of the value mesmerism bas 
as a therapeutic agency, especially in func 
tional nervous diseases. Not every one can be 
a hypnotist, any more than they can a mascot. 
Like poets and babies one has to be born that 
way.

ANNIVERSARY OF BRAZILIAN 
ENCE. 

Sept. 7 was the sixty-fourth anniversary of 
the memorable day when, while Prince Peter 
was Visiting Mount Ypiranga, in the neizhbor- 
hood of San Paulo, one of hie confidants over- 
took him on the summit with the news that tne 
Portuguese Cortes, persevering in the purpose 
of extinguishing the small measure of atton- 
omy which had grown up when Portugal lay 
crushed within the iron clutch of the first Na- 
poleon, and the former Portuguese factory of 
Brazil became, with the presence of the King 
and court, the real metropolis, bad decreed the 
recall ot Prince Peter, then acting as regent in 
Brazil. Native Brazilian feeling was strongly 
moved by the attempt of the Portuguese to re- 
vive the intolerant and odious despotism which 
bad governed B:az.l solely for the benefit of 
the Portuguese, denying to the rich and pop- 
ulous colony manufactures, and even a print- 
ing press. Thus, when the purport of the pre- 
tentious document brought to the Prince was 
whispered to them by the messenger, his attend- 
ants gathered around the Prinve with agitated 
and anxious looks, and when, having perused it 
through, he heid it up at arm’s length and 
cried: “The Cortes have recalled me! Inde- 
pendence or death!’’ the shout of * Independ- 
euce or death!“ burst rapturously from 
every lip, and Brazil was lost iorever to Portu- 
gal. Naturally. the 7th of September was kept 
here with much pomp and ceremony. At 
dawn a choir of ladies and gentiemen assem- 
bied around the bronze equestrian statue of 
the first Emperor and sang the bymn of inde- 
pendence, wbose strains were taken up and 
swelled by a number of bands and followed by 
enthusiastic vivas, while from every fort and 
ship came the deafening roar Of the offivial sa- 
lutes. At I p. m. the Kmperor held a levee in 
the city palace, and later on a grand liberation 
of sieves was effected in the Municipa, Cham- 
ber. Songs, music of bands, and processions 
were the order of the day, with a grand theat- 
rical performance at the close. Flags, tri- 
umphal arches, and other adornments gave the 
city a Very gay and festive lock. and at night 
there was a generai and brilliant iliumination, 
which was continued the three succeeding 
nights, while innumerabie rockets were seen 
soaring from all quarters of the city and burst- 
ing into multicolored pendants of fiery stars.

The habitof generations of Bu- 
giishmen bas been to look up the political 
chiefs for a certain amount of guidance, and 
these obiefs, if I read your political bistory 
arigbt, have been almost exclusively of the ed- 
ucated and well-to-do classes, to whom politivs 
is a study, nota profession and an income. 
The admirable organization of the civil service 
in England renders it impossible that office- 
holding should become the instrument at 
once of corruption and emolument to 
the extent that it has deen and still 
is in America; but if the popular 
voice should at any time insist on the 
payment of members of the representative 
body, there will be an approximation to the 
condition which now obtains in the United 
States, which is in general pretty clearly 
understood, and, I imagine, not envied by En- 
glishmen who have studied carefully the con- 
ditions of political life there. Tals, briefly 
stated, is subjection to the control of what are 
in political slang known as ** bosses — the pot- 
house politicians who study the passions of the 
masses, and by continually varied and inter- 
ested appeals obtain such moral control that 
practically the so-called American democracy 
is an oligarchy, the control of which seems to 
be every year passing into the hands of a 
smaller number of upper bosses.” 

THE CENTRAL, MONEY-MAKING IDEA. 

This condiaon of things is prepared by the 
character of popular education in the United 
States—a character perhaps inevitable in the 


education of the masses anywhere, but which 


there is especially unavo.dabie from the fact 
that the masses control their own education, 
which only goes as far as the eyes of the lapor- 
ing man can trace its utility. In the common- 
school education of the States there is in gen- 
eral nothing taught that is not directly and to 
the commonest perception available in making 
money, and this central idea remains 
to a greater extent than in any 
other of the educating countries the 
motive of the higher education when 
there is any higher education. The farm-boy 
goes to the district school’’ to learn to write, 
cipher, and spell correctly, and knows geog- 
raphy as a usetul branch of study, because he 
does not mean always to remain on a farm; he 
looks forward to a transiation to city lite and a 


money-making business, to being a school 
teacher and teaching just what he learnt in 
his district school, or a lawyer; and to these 
latter pursuits be bends his energies, if be is a 
little ambitious, with any possible sacrifice, 
and manages to go to college’’—i. e., get a 
university education in one of the numerous 


universities. These are in their organization 


form of education, conditional to passing cer- 
tain examinauons which ‘facilitate the entry 


into the law, the medical school, etc.; but 


every classical author and even the languages, 
every branch of higher mathematics or study 
which may have interestea him in the uni- 
versity, is dropped as if it had been ac og the 
moment he has entered his professional life. 
All that is not directly operative in getting 
bim ahead o jun the world is henceforward 
ignored. It is difficult, if not impossibie, 
to get statistics in such matters, 
but it is not too much to 
that in no country where educa- 


tion is general is there nearly so small a pro-- 


portion of scholars and thinkers of the whole 
number who attain what may be broadly called 
university advantages. The lawyer, doctor, or 
divine who continues his culture after he em- 
barks in a professional career or opens a Greek 
or Latin bouk is a rara avis, and in American 
politics especially is a really cultivated man 
difficult to light upon. It is not common even 
to find professional or leisured people who cul- 
tivate the finer English studies. Many people 
Spencer and Emerson be- 
cause they bave a fondness for words and 
tor vague and uncertain forms of language 
grandiloquent, but I am satisfied that an ex- 
amination in either of these authors of the 
average readers of them would show a curious 
deficiency of th nkmg power. It we chance to 
come across a man who is what the Americans 
wouid cali aculturist, be is almost certain to bea 
professor (and then be rarely extends bis wulti- 
vation beyond the branch he teaches), or to 
have been educated in England or Germany; 
and only now and then does one meet a man 
who keeps up his classics, and is what, in En- 
glisb acceptance of speech, is known as a 
echolar—an appellation which to the general 
American mind means something to be repudi- 
ated as impiyimg masters and the rod. 
THE NEWSPAPER IS KING. 

The general result of thig condition of things 
is that the newspaper becomes the arbiter of 
the higher education of Americans, as being 
the channel of all that information which is 
ot the greatest utility and at once the cheap 
est and most easily got at by men who are too 
busy te think of mental improvement for its 
own sake. And as the newspapers are all par- 
tisan organs, and w.th very few exceptions 
nothing else, the political education of Ameri- 
cans tends continnally more and more to run 


into the narrow ruts of utteriy uorefiecting 


partisanship. There is littie desire for inde- 
pendence—the party is useful, the election 
may be profitable, which suffices for the 
actively political; and the newspaper which 
never telis more than one side of any question 
—the side which will favor its party and candi- 
dates—of course does nothing to widen the 
popular mind. 

As a measure of the elevation of the news- 
paper education of the Americans it is only 
necessary to look over a file of any of the iead- 
ing papers. It will be seen that anything like 
earnest and bonest examination of aay branch 


of political economy is unknown in them. It is 


easy to see why protection is unbesitutingly ac- 
cepted as a sound policy, even a principle of 
political economy. The agricultu: ist, the iron- 
worker, the sbipbuilder is shown, cach 
in his place, that if foreign articles in Lis 
branch of production are excluded from the 
country the absence of competition wal keep 
up his prices. The cunnmg politician who has 
no interest in the price vf wool, or iron, or 
ships, but has a very heavy one in the mainte- 
nance of bis party, does not of course care to 
show the farmer that in maintaining a general 
protective system he has to pay duties on 
many objects while he gains oniy on ove, for 
protecnon is a meaus of maintaining his 


party organization. The average American 


is a very ciever man, but he does not 
reason; be only reads a newspaper, and 
is not careful 


is the organ of his party and of his * boss.” 


The number of newspapers in the States is | 
enormous. but, with naif-a-dozen exceptions, 


the matter they furnish their readers is singu- 
lariv destitute of interest toa student of poli- 
tics or intelectual life, and those exceptions are 
pooriy patronized.

It is stil a question whether the form of 
Government developed in the United States is 
& success or not. The resolute attempt to 

the spoils system of officeholding 

the last Presidential election, and 
thus far partially applied by President 
Cleveland, may, if successful, relieve the Gov- 
ernmentof the load ol corruption which has 
been we ghing it down; but it is to be remem- 
bered that this election was decided 
by a resolute independent body of not 
above 100,000 voters, while tne great 
mass of both parties were indifferent 
or worse to the question, and that 
even now it is uncertain whether the civil- 
service reform, with ail its vital interests, will 
be maintained by another President, the great 
Republican party being distinctly opposed to 
it and the Democratic adopting it because it 
offered the only cnance of securing the elec- 
tion. If the reform falis and the spoils system 
is recognized officialiy as the organic principe 
ol the Government of the United States it will 
prove conclusively that the political edueation 
of the people has deen worse than useless, and 
that it migut have been better for this genera- 
tion not to have been able to read a newspa- 
per. | | 

It remains to be seen if in England, with the 
new constituencies, the moral weight of the 
thinking and disinterested pol tical economists 
who have so powerfully influenced Eng ish 
legislation ander the oid régime will retain tne 
respect of the less educated, a consummation 
devoutly to be boped for, for the alterna- 
tive of imitanon of the American de- 
modracy is not recommended by example.

MARKEETS, 


The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday in the aggregate and generally at a 
higher range of prices. British console were 
quoted up to par, but the news from the other side 
of the Atiantic was rather warlike, and the En- 
glish crop yield was spoken of as by no means as- 
sured, a Freut deal of wheat being yet in shock in 
the fields and not all of it in good shape. There 
was also a well-marked phase of strength, as if 
not a few operators had reasoned themselves into 
the belief that things are on the turn. It was re- 
marked by one ot those who have been the most 
persistent bears that the whole world has favored 
the bear side ever since the date of the McGeoch 
fuilure, and now a considerable part of it thinks 
the bear movement has gone far enuugh. Of 
course thereis no law against u majority of these 
men changing, their minds within the next few 
days, and some of them have undoubtedly gone in 
for a scalp only, intending to sell when they have 
the chance of doing so ata fair profit, The ship- 
ping part of the trade was more lively yesterday 
than might have been expected would be the case 
at the bigher prices which prevailed. It was espe- 
cially good in the sample department for grain to 
be distributed by rail to interior points in the 
East. 

Provisions were quiet and steadier. They 
Opened tame in consequence of large arrivals of 
hogs at the Stock- Yards, with lower prices there, 
but reacted some in sympathy with the advance in 
wheat and corn, though there was very littie de- 
mand for product. The leading feature of the day
